1. This report pertains to the observation of umisual aerial 
objects by four (4) persons at the Richmond Quartermaster Depot, 
The time of sighting was aoproximately 0615 hours,

2. On10 Feb 53, S/A Walter P. Jacob, Richmond Regional 
Intelligence Office, 1009th CIC Detachment, Richmond, YVa., telephonically 
advised the Richmond Detachment, 2lst District OSI, that four (4) civilian 
guards at the Richmond Quartermaster Depot at approximately 0600 hours, 

10 February 1953. 


3. On ll February 1953, Charles L. Camp, Civilian Guard, Richmond 
Quartermaster Depot, was interviewed and stated that at approximately O615 
hours, d ) 3, he was at the southwest end of Warehouse #31, 
which is located in the southeast section of the Deoot, in his vehicle 
when he saw appro.ching from the east, at an altitude of approximately 
400 feet, wo (2) objects, circular in shape, acoroximat ely 30 feet in 
diameter which appeared luminous, colored orange in the canter and me 
a> the edge, the anvroximate color of a -epiigelvaste lamp. These odjects 
assed directly over Camp's ead, oroceeding southwest at a "slow speed", 
“sey hovered over a 75 feet water tower Taaaken at the asithwesat end or 

esot and Camo described them as "piayine like mpoets sa 2 striag". 
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iirection, turned north towards Camp and then reversed the na reversed themselves 
and proceed out of sight toward the saith, traveling at a "tremendous 

rate of speed", Camp stated that the veriod over which he observed the 

.0jects were aporoximately five (5) minuts. Camo stated that he heard no 

zouncs emitted by the objects during the time he odserveda then. 


4. On ll Peo 53 Jeasie E, Zant, Civilian Guard, Hiczhmond, 
Miartermaster Deoot, was interviewed and stated that at aoproximately 
4515 hours, 10 Fed 53, he was at the dam located andoroxinately 
two (2) miles northeast of the Richmond Guartermaster Depot. While 
Stancing on the dam Kent odDserved two (2) yellowish colored flat 

salar objects over the water at an altitude of agoroximately 150 
.3 The oO0jactsa emitted no soudn sani wers hovering over the water 
soving around and about each other. Zent stated tt he though that 
they were going’ to land in the water. After avvroximataly two (2) 
minutes the oDjacts want straizht uo into the air and disaopeared from 
siznt moving vertically at an extremely rapid rate of soeed. Kent 
stated that the objects were clearly visis5le to him; that they were 
aporoximately 20-25 fest in diameter and that there were no openings 
visible on the objacts. 


5. On 1l Feb 53 Harry L. Derr, Civilian Guard, Richmond 
Quartermaster Dérot, was interviewed and stated that at aporoximately 
0615 hours 10 Feb 53, while at the main gate of the Richmond 
Quartermaster Depot, he observed two(2) objects or lights approaching 
him from the northeast at a distance of 1 # miles, at an altitude 
of approximately one thousand (1000) feet and approximately two hundred 
(200) feet apart. The objects passed over the Elk Pasture approximately 
five hundred(500) feet south of the main gate. At this point, the 
objects passed out of Derr's line of vision. Derr stated that he has 
spent considerable time in the vicinity of airsorts and that he is certain 
that these lights were not navigation lights, landing lights or any other 
type of light that he has observed on conventional aircraft. Derr stated 
that the objects or lights were circular in shave, yellowish in color enc 
that the objects did not emit # beam of light. Derr stated that from 
his vantage point, the lights appeared approximately 18 inches in ciameter. 


6. On 12 Fed 53, Carlisle E.Fields, Civilian Guard, Richmond Quarter- 

master Depot, was interviewed and stated that at approximately 0600 hours, 

LD Feb 53, he was st the north gate or the Richmond Quartermaster Depot when 
2 OSserved two (2) sSjects coming toward him from the north at an altitude

. “nes in diameter and were colored oranze in the center with 
ae bine edz=2s. The objacts vassed over Fields! heac and ceeedel south 
>sroxinmately 
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thirty-five (S35) miles per hour "dancing and darting about". 
Fields, who was in a vehicle, followed and odserved the odjects 

as they proceed south to the water tower mentioned in paragraph 

Oo. Fields met Caad at Sth Street, stopped and observed the objects 
with Camo. In the vicinity 902 the Water Tower the objects "darted 
and danced about" and then "danced out of sisht" to the south at 

a slow rate of saveed, aporoximately S5 miles der hour. Yields 
stated that at no time was there any asine emitted by the objects. 


7. All of the witnesses spcghild eal stated that the atmosphere 
wag extremely clear at the time otf the sizhting; shat there were no 
tlouds in the s«xy and that the odjects were » vlaialy Visiosle to then 
all. The witnesses advised that they distinctly saw the shapes and 
characteristics of the odDject. No distinct marxinzs or osenings or 
irregularities on (he surface Of the o0jects were ooserved oy the 

itnesses. All or the witnesses avoeared to be reliadle, intelligent, 
soder indivicuals vho were well accuainted with conventional aircrart. 
All of the witnesses stated that they have never previously observed 
any similar objects and could offer no logical explanation for the 
gizhting. 


8. The Base Weather Office, Langley Air Force Base, Va., advised 
that the weather saquence for Richmond, Ve., at 0630 hours, 10 Feb Si, 
was as follows: Clear; visibility l2 miles; temperature 2) degrees; 
dewpoint 194; wind from northwest at 3 knots; no clouds. 


9. The U. S. Weather office, Bichmond, -Yirginia, advised that 
they had released a weather DdDalloon at 0415 hours, 19 Feb 55 which 
ascended at a rate of 700 feet per mime. The Civil Aeronautics 
Authority, Meteprlogical Station, Richmond, Va., advised that they had 
released no weather balloons on 10 Fed 53. | 


10. Attention is invited to the following discrepancies relfected 
in statements of Camp and Fields, Camp who was at the southeast end of 
the depot stated that he ooserved the objects approaching him from 
the east and that they proceeded to the southwest. Camp stated that 
they disappeared from view at a "tremenddus rate of snveed". Fields 
who was at the north end of the depot statedc that he odservered the 
objects coming toward him from the north. Field followed the odjects 
as they proceeded to the south end of the base where he met Camp, and 
Stereafter Camp and Fields tozether observed the obiects. Pields stated 

nat she objects disacpeared at a slow rate of sveed, aporoximately 35 ailes 
ser hour.
